CEREMONY AT. POPE'S DEATH. 


ROME, July 20.—As Pope Leo lay dying the 
penitentiaries 
who had 


"been summoned to perform their final offices, gathered about the dying pre- 
late's bedside and recited prayer interceding for the soul 
of the passing 


Christian and quoted verses from the story of Christ's passion. This lasted 
till the heart finally stopped. 
After death the doctors waited 
some min- 


utes. Then they applied the usual death tests. Finding that his holiness 
had passed away, they notified Cardinal Rampolla who is filling the capacity 
of Prefect of the palace that the pontiff was dead. He, in turn informed 
Cardinal Oreglia and Cardinal Camerlinge of the Holy See. Oreglia was 
conducted to the papal apartment by the head chamberlain, apostlic notary 
and physicians. 
On arriving at the bed-chamber Cardinal Oreglia knocked 


three times on the door, and receiving no response, he 
entered 
and ap- 


proached the corpse. Taking a small silver mallet, he lightly struck the 
dead Pope's forehead thrice, and thrice called by name. There being no an- 
swer, the cardinal removed from the Pope's finger "Anulo Piscatorio" or 
the fisherman's ring, the sign of papal authority, and then formally declared 
Pope Leo XIII dead. From the mement he removed the ring. Cardinal Oreglia 
became the-executive officer of the Holy See and depository of its temporal 
power until the election of a new Pope.

Each town 
has a king, whose duty it is to look aft- 
er the Indians of his town. He has no 
power to spend their money or to com- 
mand them to do anything. His pow- 
ers are somewhat paternal. He looks 
after the sick and sees that they have 
medical attention; he cares for the poor 
and decrepit. When any of his subjects 
get into trouble he gives them fatherly 
advice and frequently appeals to the 
federal authorities to show them mer- 
cy. He advises with his subjects on all 
matters pertaining to their interests. 
In truth, he is their worldly adviser; 
sometimes he is their spiritual adviser 
also, for occasionally the Indians elect 
a preacher as king. 


Indian kings are not very well com- 


pensated. They get no salary. It is a 
labor of love with them. The only pos- 
sible show,they have of getting any 
money out of the office is through bood- 
ling at elections. In this respect the In- 
dians are not behind the times. They 
boodle the same as other pe.ople. Elec- 
tions sometimes come high to the candi- 
dates. Town kings are usually quite 
influential among the people of their 
kingdom, and they command a fairly 
good price for their influence at elec- 
tions. Most of them are full blood In- 
dians. Some, however, are mixed bloods.

saving the lives of persons is, 
therein was shown to him recently by 
Ernil Fiess, a native of Germany, who, 
though for sixteen years a resident of 
New York city, has "pent the last two 
years in his native hind aiding the in- 
ventor of the device in perfecting it 
and. securing patents. 


The device is not at all complicated, 


being simply the application of princi- 
ples already well known to mechanics. 
A substantial truck bears the fire es- 
cape, which largely consists in such an 
application of the familiar jointed scis- 
sors-like or double li;imi>Yiork that the 
outer joints or junction of every sec- 
ond pair of its legs are so shaped and 
adjusted thnt they can scrie as sup 
ports for platforms of gangways, which 
can be put up at the various heights of 
the floors of inhabited buildings. 


These platf oroi»fnny then be dropped 


forward so^ns to con^e near to the win- 
dows of the burning structure, thus 
forming a passageway from the build- 
ing to the platform on the fire escape. 
There are two ladders on this, one for 
ascending, the other for descending, 
and the imperiled ones may thus de- 
scend out of norm's way. Oi if ori the 
opposite side of the street to that or. 
which the fire is burning there is an- 
other building plntfgrros may be sent 
out to connect vi ith Jts windows, and 
those endangered may walk safely into 
that building and escape. If the pint- 
forms attached to the flre escape are 
not long enough to reach the burning 
building there are provided portable 
bridges that are attached to the plat- 
forms and sent directly into windows. 


Itf addition to aiding persons to es- 


cape, these devices will be of great 
value in fighting fires, and.lines of hose 
may be carried to any desired floor, 
and from the platform the flames may 
be fought direct. The device may also 
be used in militao operations where it 
is desired to make observations from a 
great height, as a base for directing 
search lights and heliographs or for 
wireless telegraph stations. 


The platform cnn be erected in four 


minutes to a height of fourteen stories 
by two men. It is operated by means 
of crnnks. 
It muy be made of any 


height, the weight being about 200 
pounds to a story One horse may pull 
It, but it may also be propelled bj elec- 
tricity.

Pecci, afterward Pope Leo XIII. was 
born March 2, 1810, at Carpmeto. He 
was sent to the Jesuit college at Viter- 
bo in 1818, where he remained till 
1S25, 


when he entered the Collegio Romano, 
just restored by Pope Leo XII. Two 
years later he was matriculated as a 
divinity student at the Gregorian uni- 
versity. In 1822 he won the degree doc- 
tor of theology and entered the College 
of Noble Ecclesiastics, where those who 
design to serve the pontifical govern- 
ment diplomatically or administrative- 
ly ai*e trained. In 1837 he was made 
subdeacon, then deacon, then priest. 
In 1838 he was made delegate, or gov- 
ernor, of the province of Benevento. In 
1841 he was appointed governor of Spoleto. 
In 1843 he was made apostolic nuncjo. or 
papal embassador, to Belgium and titu- 
lar archbishop of Pamietta. In lS4j he 
%vas made biphop of Perugia, where he 
arrived in 1S46. In 1S54 he was made a 
cardinal. In 1877 he was appointed ca- 
merlmgo. In 1878 he was chosen pope 
to succeed Pius IX. deceased. 


Joachim Vincent Raphael Lodovico 


Pecci was the son of Count Domenico 
Lodovico Pecci of Carpmeto and Anna 
Prosperi-Buzi. The family to which he 
belonged came originally from Siena, 
and its chiefs, having taken sides with 
the Medici in the long struggle between 
Siena and Florence, found it necessary 
to emigrate to the states of the church. 
They settled in Carpineto, a rugged 
mountain town nestled donn between 
two gre^t crags. 


In 1828, when at the Collegio Romano 


he gained the first prize in physic? and 
chemistry. 


While he was a student In the College 


of Noble Ecclesiastics Cardinal Sala 
took the warmest fancy to the young 
scholar and ga\ e him much advice of 
the greatest value. Cardinal Paca also 
admired Joachim Pecci and recommend- 
ed him strongly to Gregory XVI. who 
appointed him one of his domestic prel- 
ates and soon afterward the referenda- 
ry to the court of Segnatura. 


Cardinal Sala saw to it that Joachim 


Pecci was attached to the congregations 
of the propaganda, and Cardinal Lam- 
bruschinl. who was the pope's secretary 
ot state, had him appoirited ofhual to 
many important bodies. He also placed 
him under the immediate charge of th« 
learned prelates (soon to be cardinals) 
Trezza acd Brunelli. The superiors of 
this young man realized the character 
of the material before them. 


Joachim Pecci's first position of im- 


portance was that of governor of Bone- 
vento, a siriall territory situated in the 
midst of what was the kingdom of Na- 
ples. AVhen the French withdrew from 
Italy and Naples was restored to the 
Bourbons. Benevento reverted to the 
pope. It was then an independent prin- 
cipality in the midst of a kingdom. The 
men who had be?n foremost in their op- 
position to Napoleon had gradually be- 
come guerrillas and bandits, levying 
blackmail and smuggling. They found 
their refuge in the high and broken 
lands of Benevento until that state had 
become a menace to al! about it. This 
was the condition of things with which 
this young man of 2S was expected to 
grannie.

He seconded this by proclaiming a sol- 
emn office of honor to the memory of 
the Russian-saints, Cyril and-Metho- 
dius, and in 1881 he established a 
hierarchy for Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
He encouraged the Greek college in 
Rome and enlarged it. 
He brought 


about concord between the papacy and 
the eastern schismatics, and. the gov- 
ernment of Turkey acknowledged the 
benefit derived. In Persia the efforta 
of Leo XIII were most successful, and 
in Japan he made his diplomacy felt. 


In 18S4 Leo XIII convened a plenary 


council of the church at Baltimore. Tha 
archbishops were summoned to Rome 
to consult over the scheme or outline/of 
discussion, and as a result of the, coun- 
cil strong ground was taken on tha 
spread of infidelity, and a movement 
was inaugurated to form a Catholic uni- 
versity at the city of "Washington. 


The work accomplished by Leo XIII 


In Germany illustrated ..Better, because 
of the enormous difficulties herwas forc- 
ed to face, his exceeding ability as a 
diplomat than any other during his 
reign. The opposition to the Catholics 
as formulated in the celebrated Falk 
laws, so called from the name of Dr. 
Falk, their author, was the result of 
two movements antagonistic to eachi 
other yet working to a common end. 
When Pius IX called the council which 
put forth the dogma of infallibility. 
Prince Chlodwig Hohenlohe and Dr. Jo- 
seph Ignatius von Dollinger formed a 
party among the Bavarian Catholics in 
opposition which eventually became 
that section known as Oljl Catholics. 
The distinguishing plank in their plat- 
form, to use a phrase which thoroughly 
expresses the idea to be conveyed, waa 
a denial of this dogma. 
In point of fact this denial was really 


an expression of opposition to the claims 
of the papacy to temporal power. It 
was the desire of Dr. Dollinger, who was 
the brains of the whole movement, that 
the pope should become the spiritual 
sovereign of the Catholic world and that 
he should, so to speak, modernize the 
theory of the papacy in accordance with 
the change brought about by the great- 
er freedom of the people. On the other 
hand, the Ultramontane party believed 
it was right for xthe papacy to insist 
more strongly than ever on all powers 
ever held by it. As we all know, the 
Ultrarnontane councils prevailed, and 
the Old Catholics were thrown into di- 
rect opposition. 


Count voa Bismarck, in his desire to 


establish an imperial government in 
Germany with as much absolute power 
as he dared give to it, found himself 
face to face with the movement going 
on' in men's minds in the direction of 
greater freedom. He sought and found 
in the Catholic church that sop which 
he might throw to the growling Cerbe- 
rus of the people in order to divert their 
minds from what was being done. Ha 
took advantage of the Old Catholic 
movement to increase the opposition to 
the papacy and then in the Falk laws 
sacrificed the interests of the Catholics 
who were loyal to the pope. It was 
skillfully done, and Pius IX was power- 
less. 


V/hen Leo XHI was elected, he found 


himself face to face with the Falk law. 
then in full force. But the oppression 
of the Catholics in Germany had weak, 
ened the hold of all religious bodies on 
the people, and this in turn had given 
strength to the propaganda of the so- 
cialists. 


Leo XIII saw his opportunity and 


wrote his encyclical letter on socialism. 
Prince Bismarck found an ally where 
he least expected one. He was unable 
to refuse the help offered, and once 
moie the prince chancellor and the 
papacy were working side by side. 
From this as a. starting point Leo XIII, 
as the months rolled by. made advance 
after advance until Prince Bismarck", 
protesting he would not "go to Can09. 
sa," found himself before the castle 
gates. The Falk laws were abrogated 
bit by bit until they disappeared, and 
the triumph of Leo's diplomacy waa

The duties of what old officers It left 
have

widened or contracted, 


while new officers have been created, 
the law sometimes being a little am- 
biguous in defining the duties of the 
incumbents.

ment of Newark, did the new muni- 
cipal governing law make so many 
and radical changes as in the police 
department, which it put under the 
control of a board of public safety, 
said 
board consisting of Frank A. 


Bolton and T. M. Ball, and having auth- 
ority to make rules and regulations 
governing the police department.

created, and the board made certain 
rules regulating the dress and conduct 
of this office.

COMET 


Garrett P. Serviss Points Where the 


New Solor Visitor May Be Seen 


—Borelli's Comet. 


Borelli's comet has' been plainly vis- 


ible to the naked eye for several nights 
past, and as the moon is later every 
night the conditions for. the visibility 
of the comet improve, says Garrett P. 
Serviss, the astronomer, in the New 
York American. 


The comet itself la rapidly brighten- 


ing, and as it is moving westward and 
somewhat northward from the cross in 
Cygnus its position is also favorable 
for observation. It is nearly overhead 
about 11 p. m. Earlier in the evening 
it should be looked for in the north- 
east. 


The naked eye catches sight of it at 


once on account of its peculiar appear- 
ance—that of a hairy star. The nucleus 
is visible as a bright point, and the 
haze surrounding it is continually ex- 
tending. 


With an opera glass the denser part 


of the tail near the head can be distin- 
guished, but a telescope is needed to 
show the bifurcation of the tail, which 
is several degrees in length and yet 
growing as the cornet continues to ap- 
proach the sun.
